COURT SUSTAINS BISHOP ESHER. 


His Flock Declared the Lawful Members 
of the Evangelicel Association. 

Pirrssvec, Pa., Oct. 1:.—The Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania today decided the 
long pending case between the factions of the 
Evangelical Association. The decision sus- 
tains the adherents of Bishop Esher of Chi- 
cago as constituting the lawful representatives 
of the church and awards to them the prop- 
erty in controversy. This Was the test case 
in Pennsylvania and determines the title to 


‘church property in that State aggregating 


over $1,500,000. The main point décided 
was as to the validity of the rival conferences 
which convened respevtively at Philadelphia 
and Indianapolis in. October, 1891, the tor- 
mer being called by the adherents of Bishop 
Dubs. Eath of these bodies claimed to con- 
stitute the genuine General Conference of the 
Evangelical Association. The court held the 
Indianapolis conference to be the lawful one, 
following the previous devisions in Illinois, 
lowa, one th Vhio.

The question of surplus insurance is one of 
interest to the managers of all large business 
houses. There are in the neighborhood of 
100 recognized reputable insurance com- 
panies doing business in this country. These 
companies write policies varying in amounts 
ftom $1,000 to $10,000, a fair averige be- 
ing not to exceed $5,000 vl each company. 
A business house which desires insurance on 
a single risk aggregating $500,000 often 
finds it difficult to seoure. When they have 
_ exhausted all the insurance they can get in 
“the regular channels they must hunt in the 
outside field, The list of companies from 
which to ehcose is not so limited in numbers 
as it is in-responsibility. 
and Lloyds and various “ wildcat’’ companies 
which stand in the breach, many of them 
ready to take any kind of risk at almost any 
‘rate. Legitimate business houses are com- 
pelled almost at times to seek insurance from 
snch cumpanies or carry a large amount of 
their own insurance, 

There is anothér sort of business on which 

companies fatten. Risks other than 

pure surplus lines get into the surplus line 
channel for one of several reasons, Cut rates, 
2 ee class of hazard, a good class of hazard 

hich is found to be in bad condition, an un- 
desirable class of yoomts applying for insur. 
ance, exposure from se cage property ad- 
joining, poor fire _ on and igre in- 
cendiary fires in neighborhood, 
more numerous of the causes heh fee 
risks to these companies. Unscrupulous 
agents will claim a company isin g con- 
dition, showing lists of securities, a sample of 
which was printed in Tux Tripuyz recent 
in the official statement of a Virginia “ wild- 
cat.” the rates are much lower than a 
regular company will take, and as the risks 
are never examined with any special degree 
of care, there is in conseyuence quite an 
amount of business done through these com- 
panies, 

‘The same rules of business apply in fire in- 
surance agin all others. Rates are made ac- 
cording to a well defined schedule which 
takes into account the various hazards. When 
companies exercising tusiness with all due 
care and vigilance, charging full rates, and 
making no concessions outside of those 
usually made, fail to make money as regular 
companies have failed to do, what chance is 
there for the others? If a wholesale merchant 
would makea practice of sellimg goods on 
credit to merchants whose limits elsewhere 
had been exhausted it would be set down by 
the majority of men as poor business judg- 
ment. haye been many failures of in- 
surance companies during the present year, 
and men who gre well informed predict more 
to come in the next few months. 


HOW FAR DOES INSURANCE PROTECT! 


Plow Taken from a Farm Is Destroyed and 


Owner Seeks Indemnity. 

The manager of one of the larger com- 
panies received a proof of loss yesterday from 
an agent in a near-by town fora sulky plow 
which was destroyed in a fire in a blacksmith 
shop. The owner of the plow carried insur- 
ance on his farm machinery, but the policy 
was written to cover iton his farm a mile 
away. Some repairs were found necessary 
and the plow was taken to the blacks nith 
shop, where it was when the fire destroyed the 
shop and the plow. .The owner made claim 
for indemnity on the ground the repairs to 
the plow were necessary and asked to be reim- 
bursed for its value. The case is similar to 
one which came up in Milwaukee some time 
ago. A woman who carried insurance on all 
her household effects sent a sealskin jacket to 
a furrier to be repaired. -Fire destroyed the 
shop and tne woman asked to be recompensed 
for her loss. When this case came before 
the courts, as it did, the Supreme Court of 
Wisconsin decided the insurance company 
was responsible for the loss, on the ground 
that the repairs were necessary tu the gar- 
ment, that the taking of it to the store did not 
release the insurance company from liability. 
The policy under which this decision was ren- 
dered contained a clause insuring the prop- 
erty *‘ contained jn said dwelling.”” The de- 
cision caused a change in the wording of the 
policies, which now rend “while contained in 
said dwelling.”
